INTRODUCTION  —Jesus  is  now  in  the 
little  villiage  of  Bethany ,  in  the  house  of 
Simon  the  leper.  Bethany  means  the 
•'house  of  dates,  or  of  misery."  It  was 
a  villiage  on  the  eastern  slope  of  Mount 
Olivet,  about  two  miles  east  of  Jerusa- 
lem, on  the  road  towards  Jericho-  It 
was' the  home  of  Mary  and  Martha, 
where  Jesus  very  often  visited.  Here 
Lazarus  was  raised  from  the  dead. 
While  Jesus  sat  at  the  table  in  Simon's 
house,  a  woman  came  in  the  house  hav- 
ng  a  box  of  precious  and  delicious  oint- 
ment, and  poured  it  upon  his  head.  The 
disciples  of  Jesus  saw  it,  and  they  were 
very  much  indignant  over  the  action  of 
this  woman,  and  they  asked;  "To  what 
purpose  is  this  waste?"  They  claimed 
that  the  ointment  might  have  been  sold 
for  so  much  money,  and  that  money  be 
given  to  the  poor.  Jesus  told  them  not 
to  trouble  the  woman,  for  that  she  had 
shone  a  great  kindness  to  him:  and 
wherever  the  gospel  should  be  preached 
this  deed  would  be  spoken  of  her.  Jesus 
told  his  disciples  that  this  woman  did 
this  in  honor  of  his  burial.  Then  Judas 
lacariot,  one  of  the  disciples,  covenanted 
with  the  high  priests  lor  30  pieces  of 
silver,  and  that  he  would  deliver  Jesus 
irijo  their  hands.  From  that  time  on 
Judas  sought  every  opportunity  possi- 
ble to  betray  Jesus.

2.  The  disciples  became  very  indig- 
nant at  her  waste  of  the  ointment :  but 
Jesus  complimented  her,  and  said  that 
her  good  deeds  would  be  spoken  of 
throughout  the  world.  We  all  should  d» 
worthy  deeds, 

3.  Judas  was  covetous  and  betrayed 
Jesus  for  money.  Never  let  the  love  of 
money  take  the  place  of  love  m  our 
hearts  for  Christ.  Mary's  love  was  pur^, 
but  Judas'  love  was  not  true  and  pui«. 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTES. 


6.  WHEN  JESUS  WAS  IN  BETH- 
ANY. ThiS'was  Saturday  evening  April 
1,  A.  D.  30,  and  about  six  day  before  the 
passover  feast.  The  day  before  this  Jes- 
us was  in  the  city  of  Jericho,  where  he 
dined  with  Zaccheus,the  rich  Pharisee, 
and  opened  the  eyes  of  blind  Bartimeus. 
Bethany  means  "house  of  dates,"  or 
"house  of  misery."  It  was  about  two 
miles  east  of  Jerusalem,  and  the  home 
of  Mary  and  Martha.  THE  HOUSE  OP 
SIMON,  THE  LEPER.  Jssus  was  in 
Simon's  house.  There  were  many  Si- 
mons, and  he  is  mentioned  as  the  leper 
to  distinguish  him  from  the  others. 

7.  THERE  CAME  UNTO  HIM  A 
W^OMAN,  Matthew  does  not  give  her 
name,  but  John  12 :  3  gives  her  name  to 
be  Mary,  and  Luke  7:  37-40,  says  she" was 
a  sinner."  HAA^NG  AN  ALABASTER 
BOX.  "A  cruse  or  flask."  The  alabas- 
ter is  a  species  of  a  beautiful  whitish 
marble,  and  was  used  by  the  ancients  to 
preserve  their  precious  ointments.  OF 
VERY  PRECIOUS  OINTMENT.  That 
it  was  exceedingly  precious,  was  rare, 
of  much  value,  and  very  difficult  to  be 
obtained.  POURED  IT  ON  HIS  HAED. 
It  was  a  very  common  custom  among 
the  Jews  for  one  to  anoint  the  head. 
This  particular  act  is  a  mark  of  great  re- 
spect for  Jesus  by  this  devout  woman. 

8.  WHEN  THE  DISCIPLES  SAW 
IT.  They  were  very  much  displeased, 
and  were  indignant  at  the  actions  of 
Mary.  John  12:  5,  charges  Judas  as 
being  the  leader  in  criticising  Mary's 
kindness  to  Jesus.  Mark  says,  14:  4, 
that  '-some"  of  them  became  indignant. 
TO  WHAT  PURPOSE  IS  THIS 
WASTE?  It  must  have  been  Judas  who 
asked  this  question,  because  he  was  of 
a  natural  coveteous  disposition,  and  he 
did  not  want  to  see  this  useless  spend- 
ing of  that  which  might  be  used  for  a 
better  purpose.  "Waste"  also  means 
'•perdition,"  hence  Judas  is  called  ''a  son 
of  perdition." 

9.  SOLD  FOR  MUCH.  Mark  and 
John  say  for  three  hundred  pence  ;  that 
is,  for  about  $40.  This,  to  them,  was  a 
large  sum.  Mark  says,  they  murmured 
against  her.  There  was  also  an  implied 
murmuring  against  the  Saviour  for  suf- 
fering it  to  be  done.  The  murmuring 
was,  however,  without  cause.  It  was  the 
property  of  Mary. 

10.  WHEN  JESUS  UNDERSTOOD 
IT.  "Bat  Jesus  perceived  it;"  he  knew 


'  their  thoughts  in  a  moment,  and  knew 
the  real  cause  of  their  objection  to  this 
kindly  deed.  WHY  TROUBLE  YE 
THE  WOMAN.  Why  do  you  blame  this 
woman?  That  is,  to  use  these  insinuat- 
ing remarks  for  the  purpose  of  troubling 
her  mind  as  if  she  has  done  something 
wrong. 

11.  YE  HAVE  THE  POOR  AL- 
WAYS WITH  YOU.  That  is,  the  poor 
will  always  be  in  their  midst,  and  that 
they  would  always  have  an  opportunity 
to  do  them  good  whenever  they  saw  fit 
to  do  so.ME  YE  HAVE  NOT  ALWAYS. 
Thus,  he  alludes  to  his  death,  and  to  his 
going  away  to  heaven.  I  will  soon  be 
taken  away  from  you,  and  you  will  have 
no  more  chances  of  doing  me  good.  Jud- 
as must  have  felt  the  weight  of  these 
words  very  keenly. 

12.  SHE  DID  IT  FOR  MY  BURIAL. 
This  was  a  warning  to  his  disciples  that 
his  death  v(  as  fast  approaching.  It  is 
not  to  be  supposed  that  Mary  under- 
stood at  that  time  all  about  his  death 
and  burial,  because  the  disciples  had  not 
yet  fully  comprehended  it.  It  was  an 
act  of  love  and  devotion  for  her  Sav- 
iour. 

13.  WHERESOEVER  THIS  GOS- 
PEL SHALL  BE  PREACHED.  This  is 
no  vain  prediction,  for  wherever  the 
gospel  has  been  preached,  this  story  of 
the  noble  deed  of  Mary  has  been  pjb- 
lished  abroad  ;  and  all  of  us  are  wit- 
nesses of  this  facf  IN  THE  WHOLE 
WORLD.  Wherever  the  gospel  is 
preached,  in  every  tongue,  and  in  every 
land 

14.  THEN  .  .  •  JUDAS  ISOARIOT. 

The  reproof  of  Jesus  angered  Judas, and 
he  was  disappointed  in  his  expectation 
of  receiving  the  money  for  himself.Satan 
had  entered  the  heart  of  Judas,  and 
tempted  him  to  do  tnis. 

15.  AND  THEY  COVENANTED 
WITH  HIM.  They  made  a  bargain,  or 
an  agreement  with  him.  Mark  14:  11, 
says,  that  they  '-promised  to  give  him 
money."  THIRTY  PIECES  OF  SIL- 
VER. It  is  also  read  "thirty  silvers, "or 
"silverings  "  This  was  the  price  of  a 
slave.  See  Ex.  21:  32.  The  whole  sum 
for  Judas'  crime  was  about  $15. 

16.  SOUGHT  OPPORTUNITY  TO 
BETRAY  HIM.  It  must  have  been  very 
difficult  to  deliver  him  to  the  priests 
without  the  people  knowing  it,  so  he 
waited  his  opportunity.

INTRODUCTION.— This  lesson  tells  of 
the  Triumphal  Entry  of  Jesus  into  Je- 
rusalem .    The  lesson  commences  at  the 
six  verse,  but  there  is  a  striking  prophe- 
cy connected  with  it,  which  will  great- 
ly aid  us  in   understanding  tbe  lesson. 
Read  Isaiah  62:11,  and  Zech,  9:9,  which 
the  Evangelist  quotes  in  the  fifth  verse 
of  this  chapter.    All  this  leads  up  con- 
clusively to  the  main  subject  of  the  les- 
son.   We  advifce  the  student  to  read 
from  the  first  of  the  chapter,  in    rder  to 
geta clear  idea  of  the  lesson.  Thai,  do- 
ing, they  will  see  how  completely  and 
wonderously  this  prophecy  has  been  ful- 
filled.   Jesus  commauded  his  disciples 
to  go  to  the  village  of  Bethphage,  and 
there  they  would  find  a  colt  tied,  loose 
him  and  bring  him  to  me.    They  did  as 
they  were  commanded.    As  Jesus  rode 
along  the  road  going  into  Jerusalem, 
some  of  the  people  spread  their  gar- 
ments in  the  way,  w^hile  others  cut 
down  the  branches  of  palm  trees  and 
cast  them  in  the  way.

This  im- 
plies that  they  had  forsakened  idolatry, 
and  were  desiring  a  purer  and  holier 
worship.  Philip  makes  this  known  to 
Andrew,  and  they  tell  Jesus  that  the 
Greeks  wanted  to  see  him.  Jesus  then 
spoke  of  his  a])proaching  hour,  and  at 
whicij  time  the  Son  of  man  would  be 
glorilied.  He  here  foretells  his  death 
and  sufferings.  Jesus  wanted  to  im- 
press upon  his  hearers  the  importance 
of  the  inner  and  eternal  life.  If  we 
would  serve  Jesus  acceptably,  we  must 
follow  him  wherever  he  leads  us.  Je- 
sus spoke  of  the  trouble  that  came  up- 
on his  soul,  and  ])rayed  tliat  the  Fath- 
er would  save  iiim  from  that  terrible 
liour.  The  iM«ople  who  heard  this, 
"said  that  it  thundered  :"  while  others 
said  tiiat  "An  angel  spake  to  him.''

These  are  also  called  *'Some  Hellenists,' 
and  "Some  of  the  Gentiles."  It  was  not 
necessary  for  them  to  be  men  from 
Greece,  but  they  may  have  been  Gen- 
tiles who  snoke  the  Greek  lantjuaffe. 
AMONG  THO-^E  THAT  WENT  UP 
TO  WORSHIP.  I'hese  are  supposed  to 
have  been  ''proselytes  of  the  gate,"  and. 
who  were  permitted  to  worship  in  the 
court  of  the  Gentiles.  IHE  FEAST. 
The  passover,  the  annual  feast  of  the 
Jews.  See  Ex.  chaps.  11.  12. 

21.  PHILIP.  These  Greeks  came  to 
Philip  and  asked  to  be  introduced  to  Je- 
sus. BETHSAIDA  OF  GALILEE. 
Philip's  home  was  in  Bethsaida  a  city 
in  Galilee,  and  near  the  no^ed  citv  of 
Capernaum.  WE  WOULD  SEE  JESUS. 
No  doubt  they  had  heard  of  his  trium- 
phal entry  into  Jerusalem,  and  now  they 
express  a  desire  to  see,  or  to  converse 
with  him 

22.  ANDREW.  Philip  tells  this  news 
to  Andrew  who  lived  with  him  in  the 
same  town  of  Bethsaida.  The  names 
Philip  and  Andrew  are  Greek  names, 
and  that  perhaps  may  be  the  reason 
why  they  applied  through  them  to  see 
Jesus.  TELL  JESUS.  Philip  and  An- 
drew infor-ned  Jesus  of  their  request. 

23.  JESUS  ANSWERED  THEM.  The 
disciples  aud  these  Gret  ks.  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Gentiles,  and  nil  who  had  as 
sembled  there.  Some  think  that  Jesus 
went  out  of  the  Gentile  court  to  meet 
the  Greeks  THE  HOUR  IS  COME. 
The  long  expected  hour  is  at  hand  ;  the 
divine  decree  fixed  bv  Gnd's  eternal 
purpose.  THE  SON  OB'MaN.  Jesus  of- 
ten referred  to  himself  as  "the  Son  of 
man."  He  was  the  representative  of 
humanitv  in  all  i's  purity  atul  sinless- 
ness.  SHOULD  BE  GLORIFIED.  His 
reign  of  purity  and  holiness  to  begin, 
and  the  manifestations  of  his  glory  to 
shine  out  in  all  the  world  to  make  glad 
the  heart  of  men. 

24  VERILY.  VERILY.  These  words 
Jesus  often  ustd  to  emphasize  the  truth 
of  what  he  was  about  to  say .  A  CORN. 
A  grain.  OF  WHEAT.  This  includes  all 
kind  of  grain  of  this  sort,  such  as  wheat 
and  barley.  INTO  THE  GROUND.  It 
must  be  buried  in  the  earth,  so  as  to  re- 
ceive the  proper  supply  of  moisture. 
AND  DIE.  The  whole  body  of  the  grain 
must  die,  except  the  germ ,  and  this  de- 


composition becomes  the  first  great 
noui'ishment  of  the  tender  gf-rm  IT 
ABIDETH  ALONE.  It  will  not  be  able 
to  produce  any  fruit,  unless  it  first  die. 

25  HE  THAT  LOVETH  HIS  LIFE, 
SHALL  LOSE  IT.  The  "life"  is  some 
times  used  for  the  soul,"  and  it  means 
here  both  the  vital  principles  of  the 
body  and  the  soul.  It  means  when  a 
man  places  his  life  first  in  his  affections, 
HE  THAT  HATETH  HIS  LIFE 
SHALL  KEEP  IT.  That  is,  to  bring  it 
in  subjectii^n  when  it  comes  in  contact 
with  the  true  and  higher  life,  UNTO 
ETERNAL  LIFE,  Jesus  uses  this  very 
strong  language  to  stir  up  his  hearers  to 
the  great  importance  of  the  inner  life.  A 
man  had  better  give  up  everything  in 
this  life  than  to  lose  the  eternal  life. 

26.  IF  ANY  MAN.  Jew  or  Gentile, 
white  or  black.  The  invitation  is  gener- 
al, for  God  has  no  respect  of  persons. 
LET  HIM  FOLLOW  ME  By  selfdenial; 
and  by  imitating  his  pure  and  spotless 
life.  AND  WHERE  I  AM  He  shall  be 
with  me  in  heaven,  in  my  kingdom  of 
glory,  where  the  Son  of  God  abides  and 
reigns  forever.  And  the  Father  will 
•  honor"  thit  man.  even  as  he  has  hon- 
ored his  S^^n  Jpsu*  Christ. 

27.  NOW  IS  MY  SOUL  TROUBLED. 
The  gloom  of  darkness  was  approach- 
ing him.  and  his  human  nature  natural- 
ly shrunk  from  that  terrible  scene 
through  which  he  was  to  pa^^s. 

This  showed 
somewhat  the  perplexity  and  anxiety 
of  his  soul.

29  IT  THUNDERED.  The  sudden  and 
unexpected  sound  of  the  voice  amazed 
them.  AN  ANGEL  SPAKE.  .  This  was 
the  thought  of  the  Jews,  because  they 
expected  God  to  speak  through  angels 
to  men. 

30.  JESUS  ANSWERED.  This  voice 
was  not  simply  for  my  cause,  but  for 
your  sakes. 

32.  IF  I  BE  LIFTED  UP.  I  will  open 
the  way  by  the  cross,  so  that  all  mem 
may  come  to  me.

INTRODUCTION— To  get  a  coirectidea 
of  the  argument  of  the  Saddueees,  we 
must  go  back  to  the  23  verse  of  this 
chapter,  and  read  on  up  to  the  begin- 
ning of  this  lesson.  The  Saddusees 
were  one  of  the  Jewish  sects,  and  they 
were  in  sharp  opposition  to  the  Phari- 
sees, but  they  were  always  ready  to 
unite  with  the  Pharisees  to  oppose  the 
works  and  teachings  of  Jesus.  The 
Pharisees  prized  very  highly  tbe  tradi- 
tions and  unwritten  laws  of  ttie  fathei-s, 
but  the  Saddueees  did  not  so  regard 
them.  They  took  the  scriptures  only 
as  their  guide  in  religious  affairs.  The 
Saddueees  denied  the  existence  of  an- 
gels and  spirits,  and  claimed  that  there 
was  no  resurrection  of  the  dead. 
They  held  that  the  soul  died  with  the 
body,  therefore,  denying  a  future  state 
of  reward  and  punishment*  One  of  the 
lawyers  of  the  Pharisees,  tempted  Je- 
■os,  by  asking  which  was  the  greatest 
commandment  in  the  law.  The  first 
was  that  he  should  love  God  supremely, 
and  the  second  that  he  should  love  his 
neighbor  as  himself.  Jesus  then  asked 
the  Pharisees  what  they  thought  of 
Christ.  The  question  was  very  puz- 
zling, and  they  were  not  able  to  answer 
him

INTRODUCTiON  — This  lesson  gives 
U9  the  parable  of  the  Ten  Virgins,  of 
which  the  Lord  compares  the  kingdom 
of  heaven.  These  virgins  were  to  light 
their  lamps,  and  to  go  out  and  meet  the 
bridv'groom.  Five  of  them  were  wise, 
and  five  of  them  were  foolish.  The  wise 
ones  took  oil  in  their  vessels,  but  the 
foolish  took  no  oil  with  them.  While 
the  bridesxroom  tarrijd  in  coming,these 
virgins  fell  asleep.  At  the  silent  mid- 
night hour, the  sound  of  a  cry  was  heard, 
saying,  the  bridegroom  is  coming,  get 
ready,  and  go  out  to  meet  him.  Then 
they  suddenly  arose  and  snuffed  their 
torches,  and  were  ready  for  the  bride- 
groom's reception.  The  foolish  virgins 
could  not  do  this,  because  they  had 
taken  no  oil  with  them,  and  their  lamps 
had  gone  out.  They  cried  aloud  to  the 
wise  virgins  for  oil,  but  they  did  not  ac- 
commoda'e  them,  as  they  only  had 
enough  for  themselves.  While  these 
were  gone  away  to  buy  oil,  the  dride- 
groom  came  ;  and  those  who  w^ere  ready 
went  to  the  marriage,  "and  the  door 
v/asshdt."

UQWX  FOR  THE  DAILY  LIFE. 

1.  The  bridegroom  represents  Jesus,  and 
the  bride  is  the  church.  The  Ten  Virgins  are 
tlie  light  bearers,  and  it  is  very  necessary  that 
they  keep  their  vessels  well  supplied  with 
oil,  so  that  their  lamps  may  be  brightly  burn- 
ing all  the  time.  Let  us  never  attempt  to 
meet  the  Lord  in  darkness,  but  always  with 
the  light.  Let  us  have  the  oil  of  the  grace  of 
God  in  our  hearts  and  our  lamps  will  continue 
to  burn  brightly.  Never  be  so  foolish  as  to  go 
without  oil  in  your  lamps. 

2.  When  the  cry  is  made  even  at  midnight, 
if  we  have  oil  in  our  lamps,  we  can  arise  up 
immediately  and  catch  them  in  our  hand,and 
go  out  to  meet  the  bridegroom.  It  is  notsafe 
to  depend  upon  others  for  that  which  we 
ought  to  have.

HXPJLANATORY  NOTES. 


1.  THEN.  The  coming  of  the  Son  of 
man,  the  end  of  all  things.  THE  KING- 
DOM OF  HEAVEN.  This  means  the 
gospel  dispensation,  which  is  the  work 
of  Christ  in  the  hearts  of  men.  BE  LIK- 
ENED^UNTO  TEN  VIkGINS.  That  is, 
when  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  to  judge 
the  earth  at  the  latter  day,  he  will  find 
the  condition  of  his  church  to  be  the 
same  as  the  virgins  spoken  of  in  this 
parable. 

2.  FIYE  OF  THEM  WERE  WISE. 
These  ten  virgins  represented  the  whole 
Christian  Church,  and  especially  so  at 
his  second  coming.  The  name  "virgins" 
is  given  to  them  because  they  are  pure 
and  holy.  There  is  nothing  special  in 
the  number  designated,  or  in  an  equal 
division  of  five  to  represent  the  two 

3.  TOOi  THEIR  LAMPS.  Torches 
were  most  frequently  used  in  those  days 
as  lamps.  The  lamp  was  a  round  shap- 
ed instrument  used  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  the  oil  or  the  pitch  for  the 
wick.  In  the  dark  streets  of  the  ancient 
cities,  the  people  were  compelled  to 
carry  their  lamps  as  a  matter  of  neces- 
sity. 

4.  TOOK  OILIN  THEIR  VESSELS. 
This  showed  that  these  made  full  pre- 
paration and  were  prepared  to  receive 
the  bridegroom  when  he  should  come. 
It  further  showed  that  they  were  watch- 
ful, in  that  they  made  due  preparation 
for  the  Master's  comiog.  We  are  watch- 

ng  for  death  when  we  spend  a  life  time 
preparing  for  it.  The  oil  in  the  lamps 
i-epresentsthe  grace  of  God  in  our  heart. 

5.  THEY  SLUMBERED  AND  SLEPT, 
While  they  were  waiting  for  the  bride- 
groom to  come,  they  became  very  drow- 
sy., and  soon  they  fell  soundly  asleep. 
The  wise  virgins  had  faith  in  the  Lord's 
coming,  and  prepared  for  it.  The  char- 
acteristic or'  faith  is,  that  it  sees  afar. 

6.  AT  MIDNIGHT.  This  was  a  very 
late  hour  of  the  night,  and  by  this  time 
they  had  fallen  asleep.  Therefore,  his 
coming  must  h  ive  been  somewhat  un- 
expected. THERE  WA.S  A  CRY 
MADE.  Perhaps  by  some  one  of  those 
who  was  with  the  bridegroom,"  or  by 
some  one  sent  on  before  to  herald  the 
news  of  their  coming. 

7.  THE  BRIDEGROOM  COMETH. 
Then  those  who  were  prepared  took  up 
their  lamps  and  went  out  to  meet  the 
bridegroom.  There  were  some  who  had 
lost  their  light  and  were  in  the  dark, 
and  who  were  not  able  to  meet  the 
bridegroom. 


7.  TRIMMED  THEIR  LAMPS,  The 
torches  had  been  burning  steadily  while 
they  were  sleeping.  When  they  were 
aroused  from  their  slumber,  all  they 
had  to  do  was  to  snuff  their  torches,  or 
trim  their  lamps,  and  recruit  them  with 
oil. 

8.  THE  FOOLISH  SAID  TO  THE 
WISE.  Their  foolishness  consisted  in 
this,  that  they  did  not  prepare  in  time 
for  the  emergency.  They  neglected  to 
take  their  oil  with  them,  and  when  the 
oil  which  was  already  in  their  lamps 
was  exhausted,  they  went  out.  GIVE 
US  OF  YOUR  OIL.  Their  request  was 
an  impossibility  ;  because  the  wise  vir- 
gins could  only  carry  oil  enough  for 
themselves.  OUR  LAMPS  ARE  GONE 
OUT.  "Are  going  out,"  because  they 
lack  oil  in  them. 

9.  NOT  SO.  We  cannot  do  it.  LEST 
THERE  BE  NOT  ENOUGH  FOR  US 
i\NDYOU.  This  was  the  reason  why 
these  wise  virgins  did  not  givethe  foolish 
of  their  oil.  It  was  not  a  selfish  refusal, 
but  it  was  simply  because  they  did  not 
have  enough  for  themselves  and  for  the 
others  GO. ..  TO  THEM  THAT  SELL 
AND  BUY,  This  was  the  only  remedy 
they  could  suggest  for  them.  We  must 
go  to  the  Holy  Spirit  for  our  supply  of 
divine  grace. 

10  WHILE  THEY  WENT  TO  BUI 
THE  BRIDEGROOM  CAME.This  shows 
to  us  the  latal  effect  of  neglecting  the 
necessary  preparations  for  meeting  the 
coming  of  our  Lord  to  the  very  last.  It 
is  a  very  unwise  thing  for  any  one  to 
put  off  seeking  their  soul's  salvation  un- 
til they  get  on  their  sick-beds  ;  for  the 
death-bed  is  the  poorest  time  for  repen- 
tance. THEY  THxVr  WERE  READY 
WENT  IN.  With  the  bridetrroom  to 
the  feast.  AND  THE  DOOR  WAS 
SHUT.  To  keep  out  intruders,  and  to 
secure  good  order  and  peace  within.  We 
all  have  many  opportunities  and  invita- 
tions to  come  into  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 

•  11.  AFTERWARD  CAME  ALSO  THE 
OTHER  VIRGINS.  But  they  were  too 
late,  and  came  in  the  dark,  because  it 
was  too  late  in  the  niglit  to  buy  oil. 
Esau  was  too  late  for  his  blessicg,  and 
rivers  of  tears  could  not  bring  it  to 
him. 

12.  I  KNOW  YOU  NOT.  This  answer 
was  truly  awful,  but  it  was  the  only  an- 
swer those  foolish  virgins  received. 
13.  WATCH  THEREFORE.  This  is  our 
Lord's  application  of  the  parable.  vVe 
know  not  the  time  of  the  Masler's 
coming.

INFRODUCTION.-In  this  lesson  our 
Lord  likens  the  kingdom  of  heaven  un- 
to a  man  going  off  into  a  far  country, 
and  who  leaves  his  possessions  to  the 
care  of  his  servants.    He  gave  to  one  of 
his  servants  five  talents  to  another  two, 
and  to  another  one,  and  so  to  every  man 
as  their  several  abilities  allowed.  Then 
he  starts  out  on  his  journey     He  that 
received  five  talents  went  to  work, made 
another  five.  So  did  he  who  received  the 
two.    But  he  that  had  the  one  talent, 
did  not  trade  with  it,  but  hid  his  lord's 
meney  in  the  earth.  After  a  long  while 
the  master  i;om"s  back  and  reckons  their 
accounts.  He  that  received  the  five  tal 
entrf,  had  gained  live  talents  more  for 
his  lord.    His  lord  said  he  was  a  good 
servant,  that  he  bad  done  well,  that  he 
had  been  faithful  ov-r  a  few  things. and 
now  lie  would  make  him  ruler  over  many 
things.    The  one  that  had  the  cwo  tal- 
ents, h»d  ffainpd  other  two.

LIGHT  FOR  THE  DAILY  LIFE. 

1.  This  man  going  away  into  a  far  country 
represents  Jesus.  As  lie  was  the  he  id  of  his 
domestic  affairs,  so  is  Christ  the  head  of  the 
church.  We  are  his  servants,  and  he  has  com- 
mitted the  care  ol  his  church  into  our  hands, 
Let  us  therefore,  be  true  to  the  trust  he  has 
imposed  in  us. 

2.  The  master  is  coming  back  to  reckon  with 
u.«,  and  it  is  very  necessary  for  us  lo  have  our 
accounts  straight  before  he  comes.  It  is  bet- 
ter to  have  the  praise;^  of  the  Master  ;is  a  good 
aad  faithful  servant,  than  to  be  driven  away 
from  his  presence  as  wicked  and  slothful* 

3.  We  must  put  our  Lord's  money  to  the  ex- 
change, so  that  when  he  comes,  he  can  receive 
hi<;  with  usury,  or  interest,with  profit  and  sat- 
isfaction.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES. 


14.  FOR.  The  word  "for"  introduces 
a  new  subject,  which  is  the  "parable  of 
of  the  talents."  The  closing  words  of 
the  last  lesson  were  "watch  there, "and 
the  opening  words  of  this  lesson  are  the 
"kingdom  of  heaven."  This  shows  very 
close  relation  of  the  two  parables.  IS 
AS  A  MAN  TRAVELLING  INTO  A 
FAR  COCJNTRY.  He  was  going  a  long 
ways  from  home,  and  he  had  to  leave  his 
business  affairs  in  the  hands  of  compe- 
tent men.  CALLED  HIS  OWN  SER- 
VANTS. Those  who  were  worthy  of  his 
confidence,  and  who  were  trustworthy. 
HIS  GOODS.  "His  property,  so  far  as  it 
might  be  available  for  trading  purposes^ 
his  floating  capital  as  it  were. 

15.  UNTO  ONE  HE  GAVE  FIVE 
Talents.  See  Matt,  is :24.  A  talent 
of  silver  was  worth  about  1505  dollars 
ana  sixty-two  cents.  It  here  denotes  the 
highest  abilities  given  to  men  ;  perhaps 
the  highest  offices  in  the  church, and  the 
greatest  opportunity  for  doinff  good. 
Barnes  AOrORDING  TO  HIS  SEVER- 
AL ABILITIES.  According  to  every 
one's  capacity  to  do.  So  is  it  in  both 
church  and  stale. 

16.  THEN.  He  who  received  the  five 
talents  went  to  work  promptly  AND 
TRADED  WITH  THE  SAME.  He  went 
to  work,  established  himself  in  business 
and  traded  with  his  talents.  MADE 
HIM  OTHER  FIVE  TALENTS  That 
he  gained  five  more.  By  his  shrewd  busi 
ness  capacityand  industry  he  had  doub- 
led his  capital. 

17.  LIKEWISE  HE  THAT  HAD 
RECEIVED  TWO.  He  had  traded  in 
ttie  same  manner  as  did  the  other,  and 
by  so  doing  he  had  gained  other  two 
talents. 

18  HE  THAT  RECEIVED  ONE, 
WENT  AND  DIGGED  IN  THE  EARTH 
AND  HID  HIS  LORD'S  MONEY.  He 
represent  those  who  neglect  to  use  the 
talents  and  opportunities  God  has  given 
them,  and  who  fail  to  do  what  is  really 
required  of  them. 

19.  AFTER  A  LONG  TIME.  The 
master  of  these  servants  will  return  and 
reckon  with  them.  They  had  time 
enough  to  make  good  use  of  their  tal- 
ents ;  to  put  the  lord's  money  to  profi- 
table servicf;  and  to  render  a  due  set- 
tlement. 

20.  BEHOLD  I  HAVE  GAINED 
OTHER  FIVE  TALENTS.  He  had 
twice  as  much  as^  he  had  before.  So  does 
God  expect  the  same  of  the  talents  he 
has  given  us. 


21,  WELL  DONE,  GOOD  AND 
FAITHFUL  SERVANT.  He  had  done 
well,  and  therefore,  he  had  the  approval 
of  his  lord  as  being  a  good  and  faithful 
servant.  He  was  rewarded  because  of 

I  his  faithfulness.  I  WILL  MAKE  THEE 
RULER  OVER  MANY  THINGS.  I 
will  promote  thee  to  a  larger  sphere  of 
usefulness,  and  to  greater  responsibility 
and  trust. 

22.  HE  ALSO  THAT  HAD  RE- 
CEIVED TWO  TALENTS.  He  was  just 
as  faithful  as  the  one  who  had  received 
the  five  talents,  and  was  commended  as 
highly  for  his  work. 

23  BEEN  FAITHFUL  OVER  A  FEW 
THINGS.  Faitbfulcess  and  activity  in 
smaller  things  will  commeud  us  to  the 
care  of  larger  ones  ;  to  gieater  acieve- 
ments  and  usefulness. 

24  HE  ALSO  THAT  HAD  RE- 
CEIVED THE  ONE  TALENT.  This 
shows  us  that  no  one  is  excused  from 
doing  any  thing  on  account  of  having 
only  a  few  talents.  God  requires  and 
demands  of  every  one  as  he  has  ability 
to  do.  See  1  Cor.  4:  3;  Luke  12:  48.  2 
Cor.  8:  12.  A  HARDMAN.  Recharged 
his  lord  with  being  a  hard-hearted  man 
without  feeling,  who  took  advantage  of 
men,  and  oppressed  the  poor. 

25.  I  WAS  AFRAID.  Afraid  perhaps, 
that  if  he  were  to  put  the  money  out  to 
trade  it  might  accidently  get  lost,  and 
that  he  would  be  punished  by  a  hard 
master.  I  laid  it  up  for  safety.  THAT 
IS  THINE.  The  property  belongs  ttj 
you,  take  it  back. 

26.  WICKED  AND  SLOTHPITL" 
SERVANT.  He  was  lazy  and  indolent, 
and  had  done  nothing  for  his  lord.  His 
excuse  was  a  vain  one,  because  it  was 
unreasonable.  He  was  wicked,  because 
he  had  such  a  bad  opinion  of  his  master 

27.  TO  THE  EXCHANGE.  To  the 
bankers,  who  received  and  loan  money 
on  interest.  RECEIVED  MY  OWN 
WITH  USURY.  With  interest,  or  pay 
for  the  use  of  the  money. 

28.  TAKE  THE  TALENT  FROM 
HIM.  And  give  it  to  him  who  will  use 
it  well:  it  must  not  be  idle. 

29.  EVERY  ONE  TRAT  HATH 
SKALL  BE  GIVEN.  Because  he  made 
use  of  what  he  had. 

30.  CAST  YE.  loto  the  outer  dark- 
ness, because  he  was  unprofitable. 
WEEPING  AND  GNASHING  OF 
TEETH.  This  expresses  terrible  pain 
and  anguish  of  heart.

"Who  he  was  that  should  do  this  deed 
Thus  the  Son  of  man  goes  as  has  been 
written  of  him  ;  but  an  awful  woe  is  up- 
on that  man  by  whom  he  is  betrayed; 
and  it  was  better  for  him  had  he  never 
been  born.  Then  Judas,  the  guilty  man 
asked  also,  "Lord,  is  it  I?  The  reply  of 
Jesus  must  have  pierced  his  heart  like  a 
dagger  when  he  said,'  Thou  hast  said." 
After  this,  Jesus  took  the  bread,  ana 
the  cup  and  blessed  them,  and  then 
passed  them  around  to  his  disciples.

1.  Our  hearts  must  be  prepared  to  par- 
take of  the  supper  of  the  Lord  We  are  to 
repent  of  our  past  sins,  we  must  be  in  love 
with  our  feliowmen.  and  be  determined  to 
lead  a  new  and  better  ilfe.  We  will  not  have 
to<*valk;  in  our  own  sinful  and  pernicious 
way.  but  to  follow  after  God's  command- 
men  t.s.  We  must  come  unto  him  by  faith, 
hum  ly  eon'essing  cur  sins. 

2  When  Jesu^  tells  us  to  do  anything. let 
us  be  like  the  disciples  were,  go  and  do  it 
quickly.  Jesus  loves  gentle  and  obedient 
children.  If  we  act  otherwise,  we  become 
liJce  Judas  and  go  out  and  betray  him. 

3  J  sus'  body  was  broken,  and  his  blood 
was  shed  for  '  the  remission  of  onr  sins.'^ 
We  p;;riakeof  his  body  and  blood  in  remem 
brance  of  his  death  and  suffering  for  UB- 
We  ought  to  do  this  with  grateful  and  lovng 
hearts.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES. 


Jf .  THE  FIRST  DAY  OF  UNLEAV- 
BNED  BREAD.  The  feast  continued 
for  eight  days,  including  the  day  on/ 
which  the  paschal  lamb  was  slain  and 
eaten.  See  Ex,  12:15.  It  was  called  "the 
feast  of  unleavened  bread because  d  ar- 
ing  those  days  of  the  feast,  every  house 
was  carefully  searched,  and  if  any  leav- 
en was  found  in  them  it  wa^,  taken  out 
and  destroyed.  EAT  THE  PASSOV- 
ER. This  does  not  commonly  mean  the 
feast  itself,  but  more  strictly  the  lamb 
that  was  killed  for  the  occasion.  See 
Ex.  12:43;  Numb.  9:11;  John  18:28; 
I  Oor.  5:7.  These  passages  thoroughly 
explains  this  verse. 

18.  TO  SUUH  A  MAN.  Go  into  the 
city  of  Jerusalem  and  you  will  find  a 
certain  man  there  who  will  direct  you 
what  to  do.  Luke  22:8,  says,  that  this 
directoin  was  given  to  Peter  and  John. 
MY  TIME  IS  ATHAND.  It  is  nearfor 
him  to  eat  the  passover,  or  his  death  was 
near  at  hand.  The  name  of  the  man 
and  the  house  is  not  mentioned. 

19.  THEY  MADE  READY  THE 
PASSOVER.  They  made  the  necessary 
preparation  for  the  feast,  such  as  pro- 
viding the  lamb,  making  unleavened 

read,  and  to  collect  such  other  ingred- 
ients as  were  required  to  season  and 
give  flavor  to  the  lamb.  The  lamb  could 
only  be  slain  by  the  priest,  in  the  court 
of  the  temple,  at  a  certain  hour  of  the 
day. 

20.  WHEN  THE  EVEN  WAS  COME. 
The  lamb  was  killed  between  the  even- 
ings, Ex.  12:6,  that  is.  between  three 
o'clock  p.  m.  and  nine  in  the  evening. 
The  Jews  reckoned  two  evenings,  one 
from  three  o,clockp.  m.  to  sunset,  the 
other  from  sunset  to  the  close  of  the  first 
watch  in  the  night,  or  nine  o'clock.  The 
paschal  supper  was  commonly  eaten 
after  the  settingof  thesun,  and  often  in 
the  night.  Ex.  12: 8-Barnes.  SAT  DOWN. 
"Was  sitting."  They  often  reclined 
when  eating. 

21.  ONE  OF  YOU  SHALL  BETRAY 
ME.  John  13:21,  says,  was  "troubled 
in  spirit"  when  he  said  this.  He  felt 
the  greatness  of  the  crime  that  Judas 
was  about  to  commit,  and  no  doubt  he 
was  thinking  seriously  of  the  sufferings 
he  was  to  endure.  One  of  his  followers 
had  betrayed  him  into  the  hands  of 
death. 

22.  THEY  WERE  EXCEEDINGLY 
SORROWFUL.  Because  their  beloved 
Master  was  to  be  betrayed,  and  one  of 
their  number  should  be  guilty  of  the' 


deed,  TO  SAY  UNTO  HIM.  Each 
one  asked  him  who  it  was  that  should 
betray  him.  Judas  was  the  only  one  si- 
lent up  to  this  time,  IS  IT  I?  Lord, 
am  1  guilty  of  such  a  crime?  Is  it  pos- 
sible that  you  are  charging  me  with 
such  a  crime? 

23.  HE  THAT  DIPPETH  HIS 
HAND  WITH  ME  IN  THE  DISH.  This 
does  not  n  e  c  e  s  s  ar  i  1  y  "point  out 
the  traitor,  but  the  treachery  of  the 
act,"  because  according  to  their  custom, 
they  all  dipped  in  the  same  dish.  But 
Judas  must  have  been  the  only  one  at 
that  time  dipping  with  Jesus  in  the 
dish,  while  the  others  were  look- 
ing on  in  silence. 

24.  THE  SON  OF  MAN  GOETH  AS 
IT  IS  WRITTEN  OF  HIM.  Read 
Psalm  41:9;  Isa.  53:4—9.  and  you  will 
find  that  ail  that  has  been  said  of  him 
has  come  to  pass.  It  is  declared  that 
if  he  would  save  the  world  he  must  die. 

BUT  WOE  UNTO  THAT  MAN."  This 
is  not  a  malediction,  iu  the  sense  of  a 
wish  or  a  prayer  that  this  vengeance 
may  follow  the  traitor,  but  a  solemn 
announcement  of  the  divine  judg- 
ment." GOOD  FOR  THAT  MAN  IF 
HE  HAD  NOT  BEEN  BORN.  His  life 
was  worthless. 

25.  JUD  A  S  SAID.  IS  IT  I?  He  could 
not  keep  silent  any  longer,  because  sus- 
picion would  naturally  lead  to  his  guilt. 
Judas,  by  this  time,  had  found  out  that 
Jesus  knew  all  about  his  treachery,  and 
he  leaves  the  company  of  the  disciples 
to  betray  him.  THOU  HAST  SAID. 
That  is,  you  bave  told  the  whole  truth. 

26.  AS  THEY  WERE  EATING. 
While  they  were  eating  the  passover 
feast.  This  bread  was  made  of  thin 
cakes,  easily  broken,  and  distributed 
among  them.  BLESSED  IT,  or  he 
thanked  his  Father  for  it.  BRAKE  IT, 
This  represented  his  broken  body  for 
the  sins  of  the-world.  THIS  IS  MY 
BODY.    This  represents  my  body. 

27-  HE  TOOK  THE  CUP.  That  is, 
the  cup  of  wine  which  they  used  at  the 
feast  of  the  passover,  called  the  cup  of 
Hallel,  or  praise,  because  they  com- 
menced then  repeating  the  Psalm  with 
which  they  closed  the  passover.  See 
verse  S9.— Barnes.  DRINK  YE  ALL 
OF  IT.  All  the  disciples  were  to  drink 
of  it,  but  not  to  drink  all  the  win  c.

INTRODUCTION-Jesus  comes  to  the 
garden  of  Gethsemane,  requests  his  dis- 
ciples to  remain  at  a  certirn  place, 
while  he  proceeded  a  short  distance 
further  to  pray.  Peter,  James,  and 
John  accompanied  him  to  that  spot.  It 
is  probably  that  here  began  his  great- 
est agony,  because  here  he  told  his  dis- 
ciples that  his  soul  was  sorrowful  unto 
death ;  tarry  here,  and  pray  with  me. 
He  gets  up  and  goes  a  little  further,  and 
falls  prostrate  to  the  ground.  There 
in  sobs  of  the  bitterest  agony,  he  prays 
to  his  Father  to  let  the  cup  of  his  wrath 
pass  from  him.  Yet,  amid  the  many 
sorrows  he  seemed  so  much  to  iiave 
dreaded,  he  humbly  submitted  to  the 
will  of  his  Father.  He  came  to  his  dis- 
ciples, and  expressed  surprise  to  find 
them  sleeping,  and  thought  it  strange 
that  they  could  not  watch  with  him  for 
only  one  hour.  He  exhprted  them  to 
pray,  less  they  enter  into  temptation. 
He  went  away  again,  and  prayed  the 
second  time  that  the  will  of  his  FatHer 
might  be  done  On  his  return  he  found  his 
disciples  asleep  again.  He  prayed  the 
third  time  in  the  same  manner.  He 
told  his  disciples  to  sleep  on  and  take 
their  rest,  for  that  he  was  betrayed  into 
the  hands  of  sinners-

Peter,  James 
and  John  were  h  nored  very  hlg  ily  indeed, 
to  accompany  their  Saviour  to  the  piace  of  his 
agony,  and  t  >  be  near  him  in  his  sufferings. 

2.  Jesus  leaves  thrt  d  sciples,  and  goes  a  lit- 
tle further  aloup  to  himself .  and  there  he  ago- 
nizes In  prayer  to  his  Fatiier  It  was  the  will 
of  the  Father  that  he  .should  drink  tne  bitter 
cup.  The  disciples  through  the  weakness  of 
their  flesh  could  not  even  watch  with  him  one 
hour.  Let  us  not  sleep,  or  be  weary  waiting 
for  the  coming  of  the  Master,  but  be  ready 
always  to  receive  him. 

3.  When  the  work  is  finished,  then  will  Je- 
sus say  to  us,  sleep  on  and  take  your  rest. 
The  betrayers"  worii  is  done,  the  Master  has 
paid  the  penalty  of  the  transgressor,  and  the 
plan  of  salvation  is  full  and  complete. 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTES. 


86.  THEN  COMETS  JESUS 
WITH  THEM.  Tt)is  was  after  the  in- 
stifcuiion  of  the  supper  in  an  upper 
room  in  the  city.  Atier  the  celebration 
of  the  supper,  a  fervent  prayer  was  of- 
fered, and  a  beautiful  hymn  was  sung, 
Jesus  in  company  with  his  disciples 
joui-neyed  to  the  Mount  of  Olives.  A 
PLAGE  CALLED  GETH8EMANE. 
Gelhsemane  means,  "oil  press."  This 
name  was  probably  given  to  it  on  ac- 
count of  the  many  olive  trees  which 
were  to  be  found  there  SIT  YE 
HERE.  In  the  place  where  they  first 
entered  the  garden .  I  GO  AND  PRAY 
YONDER.  A  little  further  into  the 
garden,  and  there  in  great  agony 
he  prayed. 

37.  HE  TOOK  WITH  HLM  PETER. 
If  you  will  read  from  31-35  verses  of  this 
chapter  you  find  that  our  Saviour  pro- 
phesied that  Peter  would  deny  him;  and 
almost  on  the  same  breath  he  selected 
Peter  to  go  wiih  him,  and  to  comfort 
him  in  his  great  sorrow  and  agony. 
THE  TWO  SONS  OF  ZEBEDEE. 
Matt.  10:2,  tells  us  that  they  were 
James  and  John.  These  three,  Peter, 
James  and  John  were  witnesses  of  his 
transfiguration,  and  could  well  sympa- 
thize with  him.  SORROWFUL. 
Deeply  touched  with  great  grief. 
VERY  HEAVY.  He  was  pressed 
down,  overwhelmed  with  anguish 
o(  heart,  and  the  thoughts  of  the  cross. 

88.  MY  SOUL  IS  EXUEEDINGLY 
SORROWFUL.  "Encompassed  with 
sorrow;  as  with  an  atmosphere,  or  like 
a  besieging  army."  EVEN  UNTO 
DEATH.  This  signifies  his  extreme 
agony  and  sorrow.  It  was  an  ag.>ny 
equal  to  death  itself.  TARRY  YE 
HERE  AND  WATCH  WITH  ME.  Not 
only  did  he  want  them  to  be  present 
with  him,  but  to  keep  awake,  and  be 
watching  along  with  him. 

89.  AND  HE  WENT  A  LITTLE 
FURTHER.  He  now  leaves  Peter, 
James-  and  John,  and  retires  to  a  more 
secluded  spot,  ''about  a  stone's  cast," 
where  probably  they  could  hear  the 
words  of  his  solemn  prayer.  FELL 
ON  HIS  FACE  Luke  says,  22.41,  that 
he  '  kneeled  down  and  praved  "  Je- 
sus did  both.  IF  IT  BE  POSSIBLE. 
"That  is,  if  the  world  can  be  redeemed; 
if  it  be  consistent  with  justice,  and 
with  maintaining  the  government  of  the 
universe,  that  men  should  be  saved 
without  this  extremity  of  sorrow,  let  it 
be  done."  LET  THIS  CUP.  This  cup 
of  trials  and  sufferings.    NOT  AS  I 


WILL,  BUT  AS  THOU  WILT.  That 
is,  not  my  will  but  thine  be  done.  We 
all  must  pray  this  prayer. 

40.  AND  HE  COMETH.  He  comea 
back  to  the  place  where  he  had  left 
them  and  told  them  to  watch  with  him. 
He  did  this  three  times  in  succession. 
AND  FINDETH  THEM  ASLEEP. 
They  had  been  in  great  excitement 
over  the  betrayal  and  trial  of  their 
Master,  and  by  this  time  ihey  were 
physically  exbausted,  aLd  it  was 
through  this  weekness  they  ftU  asleep. 
SAITB  UNTO  PETER.  These  words 
addressed  to  Peter,  perhaps  as  a  re- 
minder, because  he  had  expressed  such 
a  determination  not  to  forsake  his  Mas- 
ter. ONE  HOUR?  Could  you  not 
watch  with  me  for  the  short  space  of  one 
hour  Peter,  in  this  great  crisis  of  my 
destiny? 

42,  WATCH  AND  PRAY.  Get 
ready  for  the  great  struggle  that  is  com- 
ing on.  Seek  aid  from  God  that  you 
may  be  able  to  stand,  and  that  you  may 
not  be  overcome  by  temptation.  THE 
SPIRIT  INDEED  IS  WILLING,  BUT 
THE  FLESB  IS  WEAK  That  is,  the 
spirit  is  anxious  to  do  what  is  right; 
but  the  flesh  through  all  its  evil  tenden- 
cies and  many  infirmities  shrunk  from 
the  task  of  doing  so. 

42.  THE  SECOND  TIME.  He 
prayed  as  he  had  done  before,  that  the 
cup  of  the  Father's  wrath  might  pasa 
from  him.  THY  WILL  BE  DONE. 
Though  he  prayed  the  cup  might  pasi 
from  him,  yet,  he  submitted  all  things 
to  the  will  of  the  Father,  and  if  it  wert 
the  will  of  his  Father  that  he  should 
drink  that  cup,  he  would  hunibly  sub- 
mit to  the  task  of  drinking  it. 

43.  FOUND  THEM  ASLEEP 
AGAIN.  Nothing  seemed  now  would 
prevent  them  from  going  asleep. 
THEIR  EYES  WERE  HEAVY.  This 
was  a  true  sign  of  their  being  asleep. 
Their  very  look  betrayed  them.  They 
were  "weighed  down,"  and  laid  their 
"tired  eyelids  upon  tired  eyes." 

4:  THE  THIRD  TIME.  He  left 
them  again,  and  prayed  as  he  did  be- 
fore. This  only  shows  how  he  was 
wrestling  with  his  awful  agony. 

45.  THEN  HE  COMETH.  He 
comes  to  his  disciples  for  the  third 
time.  SLEEP  ON  NOW,  AND  TAKE 
YOUR  REST.  His  agony  being  over 
he  permitted  them  to  sleep  on  and  take 
their  rest  until  they  were  disturbed  by 
the  coming  traitor .

INTRODUCTION.  This  lesson  gives  an 
account  of  the  betrayal  of  Jesus.  It  is 
said  that  Jesus  and  his  disciples  crossed 
over  this  brook  on  their  way  to  the  gar- 
den of  Gethsemane,  and  there  they  en- 
tered. The  betrayer,  Judas,  knew  all 
about  this  garden,  because  he  had  often 
gone  there  with  Jesus  in  company  with 
his  disciples.  Judas  with  his  band  of 
men,  chief  priests  and  Pharisees,  armed 
with  weapons,  lanterns,  and  torches  to 
arrest  Jesus.  But  Jesus  who  was  infinite 
in  wisdom  and  knew  everyl  hing  that 
would  befall  him,  goes  out  to  meet  them 
and  as  a  conqueror,  asked,  "Whom  seek 
ye?"  The  answer  was  "Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth." Jesus  in  his  spirit  of  humble  bold- 
ness in  utter  defiance  of  the  maddening 
crowd,  said,  "I  am  he."  Judas  was 
standing  in  the  crowd.  Jesus  told  them 
the  second  time  that  he  was  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  Simon  Peter,  to  defend  his 
Master,  as  he  thought  drew  his  sword 
and  cut  off  the  ear  of  Malchus  who  was 
a  servant  of  the  high  priest.  They  bound 
Jesus  and  led  him  away  to  Annas  first, 
and  then   to  r^aiaphas  the  high  priest.

his  betrayal. 

2  Jn  das  and  his  band  came  thoroughly  arm- 
ed to  take  Jesus,  and  seemingly  in  a  moment  s 
time  to  put  hltn  to  death.  He  said,  if  you  seek 
Jesusof  Nazareth."!  am  he."  We  moy  defend 
his  cause,  not  by  the  sword .  as  Peter  attempted 
TO  do.  but  by  bping  faithful  to  him,  and  doing 
all  we  can  to  brino- others  to  him.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTE 


1.  THESE  WORDS.  His  teachioffs 
and  prayer.  See  John  chapters  13— 17. 
HE  WENT  FORTH.  From  the  Supper 
room  \\here  he  had  celebrated  the  sup- 
per  with  his  disciples.  Jesus  makes  his 
way  towards  the  garden  of  Gethse- 
mane.  in  company  with  the  eleven  dis- 
ciples, because  Judas,  the  twelfth  one, 
had  gone  away  to  betray  him,  OVER 
THE  BROOK  CEDRON.  It  is  also  call- 
ed "Kidron."  Its  name  means  "black." 
It  is  a  small  stream,  dry  in  summer,  but 
growing  into  a  torrent  in  the  rainy  sea- 
son. WHERE  WAS  A  GARDEN.  This 
is  the  garden  of  Gethsemane,  here  Je- 
sus repaired  with  his  disciples. 

2  JUDAS. .  .  KNEW  THEPLAGE. 
Judas  was  then  in  the  act  of  of  betray- 
ing him.  He  knew  all  about  the  garden 
of  Gethsemane,  because  Jesus  had  of- 
ten retired  to  that  place  with  his  disci- 
ples, perhaps  to  discoui-se  with  them. 
Judas,  no  doubt,  thought  he  would 
come  upon  them  while  they  were  sleep- 
ing, and  take  Jesus  by  surprise.  But  Je- 
sus met  him  with  a  very  great  surprise. 

3.  A  BAND.  A  company  of  Roman 
soldiers,  whose  business  it  was  to  keep 
order  at  the  feast.  A  "cohort"  of  men, 
which  variously  numbers  from  three  to 
six  hundred  men.  "In  its  full  strength  a 
cohort  was  six  hundred  men,  the  tenth 
part  of  a  legion."  OFP'ICERS.  The  po- 
lice of  the  temple,  the  Levites, 
justices  of  the  peace.  CHIEF  PRIESTS 
AND  PHARISEES.  These  were  the  ac- 
tive enemies  of  Jesus.  LANTERNS  AND 
TORCHES.  It  may  have  been  a  dark 
night,  or  under  the  peeply  shaded  olive 
trees  the  light  of  the  moon  could  not  be 
seen,  therefore,  their  torches  were  ne- 
cessary. They  wanted  to  be  sure  of  ar- 
resting the  right  man. 

4.  KNOWING  ALL  THINGS.  Jesus 
knew  the  plans  of  Judas,  and  the  feel- 
ing of  the  crowd  against  him,  who  were 
then  coming  with  Judas  to  take  him. 
WHOM  SEEK  YE?  "When  men  sought 
him  to  make  him  a  king,  he  fled ;  now 
that  they  seek  him  to  put  him  to  death, 
he  goes  forth  to  meet  them," 

5.  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH.  "Jesus 
the  Nazarene,"  because  he  was  known 
by  this  name.  I  AM  HE.  A  prompt  con- 
fession. He  did  not  try  to  hide  any- 
thing from  them.  JUDAS....  WAS 
STANDING  WITH  THEM.  With  his 
band  of  men.  With  his  band  of  men  and 
officers. 

6.  THEY  WENT  BACKWARD, 
AND  FELL  TO  THE  GROUND.  They 


could  not  behold  the  divine  magesty  of 
Jesus. 

7.  THEN  ASKED  HE  THEM  AGAIN. 
Jesus  asked  these  murderers  the  second 
time  "Whom  seek  ye?"  Thus  giving 
them  another  opportunity  to  withdraw 
from  their  murderous  designs. 

8.  LET  THESE  GO  THEIR  WAY. 
Let  these  disciples  go  their  way.  If  yoa 
seek  me,  do  not  interfere  with  them. 
This  shows  his  love  for  his  disciples, 
even  in  the  hour  of  death.  Jesus  ex- 
pected to  die,  and  be  was  willing  to  die 
alone. 

9.  THE  SAYING  MIGHT  BE  FUL- 
FILLED. The  saying  of  John  17:12. 
Jesus  had  kept  them  for  nearly  three 
years,  and  he  is  willing  to  keep  them 
unto  the  end.  I  LOST  NONE.  This  tells 
us  that  no  power  on  earth  can  take  one 
soul  out  of  Jesus'  hands  that  trusts  and 
lives  in  him. 

10.  SIMON  PETER.  The  word  "Si- 
mon"  means  "a  heanng,"  contracted 
from  the  word  "Simeon  "  Peter  means 
"stone  or  rock."  HAVING  A  SWORD. 
It  was  Peter  who  had  the  sword,  and  he 
"drew  it  and  cut  off  the  right  ear"  of 
the  servant  of  the  high  priest.  MAL- 
CHUS.  This  was  the  name  of  the  ser- 
vant. None  of  the  other  evangelists 
mentions  this  name.  Tradition  says, 
that,  "St  John,  as  a  frequenter  of  the 
high  priest's  house,  knew  this  man," 
hence  he  gives  his  name. 

11.  PUr  UP  THY  SWORD.  This  is 
what  Jesassaid  to  Peter.  Tne  kingdom 
of  God  must  not  be  established  by  force, 
of  arms;  and  Jesus  does  not  need  the 
help  of  man  to  accomplish  his  work. 
THE  CUP,  The  sufferings  he  was  to  un- 
dergo, which  were  the  will  of  his  Fath- 
er to  put  upon  him. 

13.  LED  HIM  AWAY  TO  ANNAS 
FIRST.  "Probably  his  house  was  near- 
est to  them,  and  he  had  great  authority 
and  influence  in  the  Jewish  nation.  He 
had  been  himself  a  long  time  High  Priest, 
he  had  had  five  sons  who  had  successive- 
ly enjoyed  the  office  of  High  Priest ;  and 
that  office  was  now  filled  by  his  son-in- 
law,"  CAIAPHAS.  He  was  holding  the 
office  of  high  priest  that  jear. 

14,  CAIAPHAS. . .  GAVE  COUNSEL

INTRODUCTION— This  lesson  gives 
B9  an  account  of  the  trial  of  Christ  be- 
fore Pilate.  At  this  trial,  Pilate  had 
gathered  the  chief  priests,  scribes,  and 
elders  of  the  people  together  He  said 
to  them,  you  have  brought  this  man  be- 
fore me  as  one  that  perverts  the  people  ; 
but  I  have  thoroughly  examined  him, 
and  I  find  no  fault  in  him  touching  the 
things  of  which  you  have  accused  him. 
I  sent  him  to  Herod,  and  he  did  not 
find  any  thing  in  him  worthy  of  death. 
I  will  therefore  chastise  him  and  let 
him  go  It  was  the  custom  to  release 
one  lu-isoner  at  the  feast  and  the  inno- 
cence of  Christ  demanded  his  discharge. 
But  ihf^  Jewish  rulers  cried  out  with 
•Be  voice.  "Away  with  this  man  and 
release  unto  us  Barabbas  "  This  Bar- 
abbas  had  been  a  mover  of  sedition, 
was  a  murderer,  and  deserving  of  death. 
Pilate  being  anxious  to  release  Jesus, 
made  the  same  proposition  the  sec- 
end  and  the  third  time,  but  they  yelled 
the  m  »re  vehemently,  "crucify  him." 
Then  Pilate  gave  the  sentence  as  they 
required,  released  Barabbas,  and  de 
livered  to  them  Jesus  They  led  him 
awav  to  be  crucified,  and  Simon  a  Cy- 
rerian  f  >llowing  on  bearing  his  cross.

I  1.  W*^  see  Jesus  bafore  Pilate's  judg-nent 
bar  waiting  for  the  sentence  of  acquittal  or 
death.  As  Pilate  did  not  flndanything  in  him 
worthy  o  his  death,  it  was  his  right  and  duty 
to  acquit  him.  We  see  here  the  spotless  chat- 
acter  of  lesus.  He  was  condemned  by  thea» 
wicked  Jews  as  being  an  impostor,  and  stirred 
up  the  people  to  rebellion.  But  none  of 'hese 
accusations  coul.i  be  proven  before  Pilate, 
and  they  fell  to  the  ground 

2.  The-e  accusers  could  not  prove  anything 
ag-^inst  Jesus,  yet  they  clamored  most  inces- 
santly for  him  to  be  crucified.  Pilate  made 
three  unsuccessful  attempts  to  have  Jesas 
released,  and  offered  to  deliver  In  his  stead 
Barabbas.  who  was  a  murderer  and  a  moverof 
sedltl  n  among  the  people. 

3.  Bara'v  as  justly  rieserved  the  sentence  Of 
death,  but  Jes  s  had  done  nothing  worthy  of 
such  a  sentence.  To  appease  the  clamor  of 
the  people,  and  the  prejudices  of  the  chief 

■  p'lests  and  rulers,  Pilate  delivered  to  them  Je- 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTES. 


18.  CALLED  TOGETHER  THE 
CHIEF  PRIESTS.  Pilate  called  the 
rulers  and  people  together,  to  hear  the 
decision  of  the  court  of  Herod,  Pilate 
had  bolemnly  protested  tbat  he  be- 
lieved Jesus  had  done  nothing  worthy 
of  death  or  imprisonment.  THE  PEO- 
PLE. "The  project  of  releasing  Jesus 
he  Bupposed  would  gratify  the  people 
whom  he  had  also  (verse  4)  already  de- 
clared his  innocence Pilate  was  de- 
sirous of  releasing  Jesus  after  due  ex- 
amination. 

14.  PERVERTETH  THE  PEOPLE. 
He  turned  the  people  from  the  right 
way,  as  they  had  previously  charged 
him  in  verse  2  of  this  chapter.  I  HAV- 
ING EXAMINED  HIM.  After  care- 
ful examination  of  the  charges  you  have 
brought  against  him.  I  have  found  them 
not  to  be  true.  BEFORE  YOU.  In 
your  immediate  presence,  and  you  saw 
and  heard  everything  that  was  said 
and  done.

16  I  WILL  CHASTISE  HIM.  Pilate 
meant  that  he  would  scourge,  or  whip 
Jesus.  '"This  cruel  and  barbar(  us  pun- 
ishment w^as  by  Roman  law  made  a 
part  of  the  awful  torture  of  crucifixion. 
The  naked  back  of  the  prisoner,  bent 
across  a  pillar  of  stone,  was  lacerated 
by  blows  from  a  bundle  of  thongs 
loaded  with  sharp  pieces  of  metal  and 
other  hard  substances.  Death  was 
•ometimes  the  immediate  sequel  of  this 
kihuman  practice.  Pilate  hopes  that 
this  cruelty  would  satisfy  the  more  vio- 
lent and  awaken  the  pity  of  the  more 
moderate  members  of  the  Sahhedrin." 
RELEASE  HIM.  For  the  reason  given 
in  verse  17. 

17  FOR  OF  NECESSITY  HE 
MUST  RELEASE  ONE  UNTO  THEM 
AT  THE  FEAST.  It  was  their  custom 
to  release  one  prisoner  at  the  feast  whom 
the  people  would  like.  "So  for  many 
years  it  was  the  custom  to  release  one 
or  two  prisoners,  every  Thanksgiving  ^ 
day,  from  the  Massachusetts  State  pris-i 


on,  for  special  good  behavior  or  miti- 
gating circumstancf  s." 

17.  AWAY  WITH  THIS  MAN. 
"Put  him  out  of  the  way;  we  do  not 
want  him  released."  T'hus  they  all 
critd  with  one  voice  away  with  Jesus 
w^e  will  not  have  this  man  to  lule  over 
us  RELEASE  UNTO  US  BaRAB- 
BAS.  Barabbas  was  a  murderer,  and 
his  character  was  on  the  same  order  as 
the  howling  m(.b.  It  is  pei  feetly  nat- 
ural thai  a  man  of  such  a  character 
should  be  the  favorite  of  such  a  mob.

TION. Barabbas  was  really  seditious 
and  was  a  pronounced  insurrectionist. 
He  stirred  up  an  insurrection  in  the 
city,  and  as  a  ringleader  of  strife  and  fa- 
naticism against  the  Roman  authorities, 
and  for  even  "murder"  he  was  placed 
in  the  common  jail  to  await  his  trial 
before  the  Roman  tribunal.

The 
scribes  and  the  elders  had  also  assem- 
bled there  in  the  palace  of  Caiaphas. 
Peter  followed  on  behind  the  crowd  at 
a  short  distance,  to  see  what  they  would 
do  with  Jesus,  This  council  of  priests 
and  elder?  sought  to  obtain  false  wit- 
nesses against  Jesus  so  that  they  might 
put  him  to  death.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES. 


57.  TO  CAIAPHAS  THE'  HIGH 
PRIEST.  Annas  sent  Jesus  to  Oaiaphas, 
who  was  the  high  priest  at,  that  time. 
He  was  carried  to  Annas  first,  probably 
out  of  respect  to  him.  he  having  been 
high  priest,  and  was  distinguished  tor 
his  prudence  and  capability  in  advising 
his  son-in-law  Oaiaphas,  in  most  diffi- 
cult cases.  SCRIBES  AND  ELDERS 
WERE  GATHERED.  The  scribes  were 
the  great  writers  and  learned  men  of 
the  church  ;  while  probably,  the  elders 
were  the  most  influential  men  of  the 
laity.  These  with  the  scribes  composed 
the  great  sanhedrin  of  the  Jewish  na- 
tion. They  came  together  at  the  house 
of  Oaiaphas. 

58.  PETER  FOLLOWED  AFAR  OFF. 
"Not  closely,  like  a  discif)le,  but  dis- 
tantly, like  a  spectator."  This  showed 
his  real  attachment  to  his  Master,  and 
a  desire  for  the  care  and  safety  of  his 
life.  UNTO  THE  HIGH  PRIEST'S 
PALACE.  The  court  or  the  hall,  or 
perhaps  the  middle  area  of  the  house. 
SAT  WITH  THE  SERV4.N  I  S,  TO 
SEE  THE  END.  To  witness  the  end  of 
the  trial,  lo  see  what  would  become  of 
his  Master. 

59.  SOUGHT  FALSE  WITNESSES. 
The  whole  council  sought  false  witnes- 
ses against  Jesus,  tc  accuse  him  of  com- 
mitting crimes  in  vif^lation  of  the  laws 
of  the  land  and  of  God.  They  hired 
these  false  witnesses  to  testify  against 
Jesus,  so  that  they  might  cotidemu 
him.  and  be  justified  in  putting  him  to 
death.  All  this  express  a  determination 
of  carrying  out  their  wicked  and  mali- 
cious desiijn. 

GO.  FOUND  NONE.  They  found  no 
one  that  would  testify  falsely  against 
Jesus.  They  could  find  no  reasonable 
testimony  with  which  to  condemn  him 
Their  witnesses  could  not  agree  in  their 
testimony,  and  therefore  it  was  a  very 
difficult  matter  for  them  to  condemn 
him.  MANY  FALSE  WITNESSES 
CAME.  Their  law  only  required  two 
or  three  witnesses,  but  here  they  had 
gathered  many,  hoping  that  out  of  this 
large  number  they  would  get  enough  to 
sware  against  him.  AT  THE  LAST 
CAME  TWO  FALSE  WITNESSES. 
These  having  been  bribed  by  money, 
swore  falselj  against  Jesus. 

61.  THIS  FELLOW  SAID.  -'This 
man."  The  expression  evidently  means 
contempt.  I  am  able  to  destroy  the 
temple  of  God. 


G2.  THE  HIGH  PRIEST  AROSE. 
Oaiaphas  stood  up,  "With  a  show  of  holy 
horror,"  as  if  filled  with  ereat  indigna- 
tion. ANSWEREST  THOU  NOTHING? 
Jesus  treated  the  false  accusation  with 
silent  contempt,  He  considered  the 
charge  not  worth  replying  to.  It  is  not 
best  for  us  to  attempt  an  answer  to 
everything  said  against  us. 

63.  JESUS  HELD  HIS  PEACE.  He 
sat  perfectly  silent  and  did  not  say  any- 
thing. Read  Isa.  53:  7  and  1  Pet.  2:  23. 
I  ADJURE  THEE  BY  THE  LIVING 
GOD.  I  call  upon  thee  to  answer  for 
thyself,  Oaiaphas  to  impress  Jesus  of 
the  great  importance  of  an  answer,  put 
him  upon  his  oath  before  the  living  God. 
Jehovah  is  the  living  God  as  distinct 
from  the  dead  useless  idol,  THE 
CHRIST.  The  Messiah  of  the  world. 
Jesus  had  claimed  to  be  the  Son  of  God, 
and  that  he  was  equal  with  the  Father ; 
See  JobnS;  18;  10:33, 

64.  THOU  HAST  SAID.  That  is,thou 
hast  said  the  truth.  This  is  an  assent, 
or  affirmation  to  what  Oaiaphas  had 
said,  or  it  is  equivalent  to  saying,  I  am 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God. 
"This  is  a  calm  declaration,  made  un- 
der oath,of  his  divinity."  NEVERTHE- 
LESS, "However,  yet,"  the-  time  will 
come  when  you  shall  know  for  yourself. 
HEREAFTER.  Some  time  in  the  future. 
SHALL  YE  SEE.  See  the  glory  and 
majesty  of  his  power.  SITTING  ON 
THE  RIGTH  HAND  OF  POWER.  "He 
was  now  standing  as  a  criminal,  but 
then  he  should  sit  in  his  glory. 

65.  RENT  HIS  CLOTHES.  The  high 
priest  tore  his  garment  expressing  in- 
dignation at  what  he  declared  to  be 
blasphemy.  HE  HATH  SPOKEN 
BLASPHEMY.  That  is,  he  had  attri- 
buted things  to  himself  that  belonged  to 
God.  Had  he  not  been  the  incarnate 
Son  of  God,  he  would  have  spoken  blas- 
phemy. 

66.  WHAT  THINK  Ye?  What  is  your 
opinion  concerning  him?  What  sentence 
would  you  declare  against  him?  HE  IS 
GUILTY  OF  DEATH.  That  is,  he  is 
guilty  of  a  crime  the  penalty  of  which 
is  death. 

67.  THEY  SPIT  IN  HIS  FACE.  That 
is  considered  the  highest  degree  of  con- 
tempt- 

68.  PROPHESY  UNTO  US.  Mark 
says  that  they  "covered  his  face,"  blind 
folded  him,  and  if  he  were  a  prophet.he 
could  tell  who  smote  him.

INTRODUCTION- Absolute  darkness 
reigned  over  the  face  of  the  earth  from 
the  sixth  to  the  ninth  hour.  The  sun  in 
the  heavens  became  darkened,  and  the 
veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain. 
Jesus  cried  with  a  mighty  voice,  com- 
mended his  spirit  into  the  hands  of  his 
Father,  bowed  his  bead,  and  yielded  up 
the  Ghost.  The  centurion  standing  by 
and  witnessed  what  had  happened,  glo- 
rified God  for  what  he  had  seen,  said, 
"this  wag  a  righteous  man."

His  acquaintances,  and  the 
women  who  came  from  Galilee,  also 
saw  these  things.  There  was  Joseph,  a 
just  and  a  good  man,  and  a  counsellor ; 
from  the  Jewish  city  of  Arimathea  ;anx- 
iously  wailing  for  the  kingdom  of  God. 
But  this  man  did  not  consent  to  the 
evil  deed  of  the  oth<^r  men  of  the  Jews. 
He  went  and  begged  the  body  of  Jesus 
from  Pilate,  toi.k  it  down  from  the 
cross,  wrapped  it  in  linen,  laid  him  in  a 
sepulchre  that  was  hewn  in  a  rock,  in 
which  man  had  never  laid  before.

1.  Here  is  a  wonderful  display  of  God'» 
power  in  answer  to  the  prayers  of  liis  Son. 
These  extraordinary  events  happening  jnst  at 
this  time,  were  strong  witnestes  that  Jesus 
was  the  Son  of  God.  The  eartti  was  wrapped 
in  darkness;  the  sun  evsn  refused  to  shine; 
and  the  tempit-  veil  was  rent  in  sunder.  Je- 
sus Imnging  upon  the  cro=s  for  six  hour* 
nffecied  things  In  heaven  and  in  earth.  It 
shook  the  unive  rse,  and  things  of  a  material 
nature  did  him  reverence. 

2.  It  must  have  been  an  awful  time  whem 
Jesus  lifted  his  eyes  on  the  cross  and  orled 
aloud  to  his  Father  Tiiat  cry  was  to  atone  for 
our  sins,  and  to  make  the  wny  of  our  salvation, 
possible.  During  this  darkness  there  was 
general  rem.orsp  among  the  people,  and  they 
were  struck  with  deep  sorrow. 

3.  Jesus  was  not  wlthou'  some  one  to  sym- 
pathize with  him  even  after  his  death,  ft>5 
Joseph  buried  him  in  his  own  new  toi«l». 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTES. 


44.  ABOUT  THE  SIXTH  HOUR, 
That  is.  at  noon.  Six  hours  from  sun- 
rise. The  Jews  divided  their  days  into 
twelve  hours,  beginning  with  sunrise. 
DARKNESS  OVER  ALL  THE  EARTH. 
"Not  an  eclipse,  for  this  was  the  time 
of  the  full  moon,  when  an  eclipse  would 
he  impossible ;  not  the  result  of  an 
earthquake,  but  something  supernatu- 
ral, that  is,  inexplicable  except  on  spir- 
itual grounds."  In  the  Revise  Version, 
it  is  "oyer  the  whole  laud."  Perhaps 
this  refers  to  the  land  of  Judea,  or  the 
country  around  Jerusalem,  which  was 
the  land  of  the  cross.  THE  NINTH 
HOUR.  Three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
This  was  the  hrur  that  the  priest  offer- 
ed the  evening  sacrifice,  and  this  is  the 
hour, that  Jesus  is  supposed  to  have 
died  Jesus  was  placed  upon  the  cross 
about  the  third  hour,  which  would  be 
nine  o'clock  of  our  time,  and  remained 
until  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  six 
hours . 

45.  THE  SUN  WAS  DARKENED. 
"The  sun's  light  failing."  How  this  dark- 
ness came  about  we  do  n.)t  know.  It 
may  be  brought  about  by  the  vapor, 
smoke,  and  cloud  which  preceded  the 
earthquake,  which  would  naturallv 
darken  the  sun.  THE  VEIL  OF  THE 
TEMPLE  WAS  RENT  IN  THE 
MIDST.  "There  were  two  woven  veils 
in  the  temple,  one  hung  before  the  sanct- 
uary, the  other  between  that  and  the 
holy  of  holies.  This  latter  is  the  veil  re- 
ferred to.  The  rending  of  this  was  a  mar- 
velous sign  that  the  way  to  God  was 
henceforth  open  to  all,  without  Jewish 
priests  and  sacrifices." 

46.  JESUS  HAD  CRIED  WITH  A 
LOUD  VOICE.  Jesus  was  "crying."  but 
his  cry  was  a  shout  of  victory.  FATH- 
ER. INTO  THY  HANDS  I  COMMEND 
MY  8PIRLT.  Even  in  his  death  he  as 
serted  his  divinity,  and  claimed  to  the 
very  last  that  he  was  the  Son  of  God. 
HE  GAVE  UP  THE  GHOST.  "Ghost" 
is  an  old  word  for  "spirit."  That  is,  he 
"dismissed  the  spirit,"  separating  his 
soul  from  his  body,  not  as  one  who  had 
been  conquered,  but  as  the  conqueror 
over  death  and  hell.  This  was  his  vol- 
untary sacrifice. 

47.  THE  CENTURION.  He  wasacap- 
tain  over  a  hundred  soldiers.  He  had 
ehareeof  the  crucifixion.  HE  GLORI- 
FIED GOD.  Praised  God  for  the  bles- 
sed life  of  Jesus,  and  he  acknowledg- 
ed him  as  the  Son  of  God.    A  RIGHT- 


EOUS MAN.  This  was  the  declaraticm 
of  the  centurion.  This  was  saying  that 
Jesus  was  not  guilty  of  these  charafes. 

48.  ALL  THE  PEOPLE. .  .SMOTB 
THEIR  BREAS  I  S.  In  token  of  thekr 
grief  and  remoi  se  for  their  guilt,  the 
imprecations  they  uttered,  and  the  for«- 
bordings  of  punishment. 

49.  ALL*  HIS  ACQUAINTANCK, 
ANDTRE  WOMEN. .  .bTOOD  AFAR 
OFF.  His  acquaintance  were  his  friends 
and  those  who  knew  him.  All  stood  afar 
off,  for  fear,  lest  they  should  be  found 
near  him.  BEHOLDING  THESB 
THINGS.  Watching  to  see  what  would 
be  the  result  of  these  events  that  were 
then  taking  place. 

50.  A  MAN  NAMED  JOSEPH,  A 
COUNSELLOR.  He  was  a  lawyer  and 
member  of  the  Sanhedrin,  but  probably 
he  had  not  consented  to  the  action  of 
that  body  in  putting  Jesus  to  death. 
His  character  was  that  of  a  good  and 
just  man.  He  was  a  secret  believer  in 
Jesus,  but  now  he  stands  out  boldly  for 
him.  John  19:38. 

51.  HE  WAS  OF  ARIMATHEA.  '  The 
heights,"  a  city  in  Palestine,  east  of 
Bethlehem.  Luke  calls  it  "a  city  of  th« 
Jews,"  It  is  identified  by  many  as  the 
modern  Ramah,  the  home  of  Elkanah, 
and  the  birthplace  of  Samuel.  WAITEI> 
FOR  THE  KINGDOM  OF  GOD.  He 
believed  the  Old  Testament  scriptures, 
he  was  looking  for  the  appearing  of  the 
Messiah,  and  he  believed  that  Jesus  was 
he  that  was  to  come.  Like  many  of  the 
apostles,  no  doubt,  he  expected  the 
Messiah  to  set  up  an  earthly  kingdom, 
and  would  reign  as  a  temporal  king  on 
earth. 

52  WENT  UNTO  PILATE.  Because 
no  one  had  a  right  to  move  the  body  but 
the  magistrate.  He  was  condemned  t© 
be  crucified,  usually  a  long  and  most 
bitter  death,  and,  in  common  cases,  it 
would  have  been  unlawful  to  have  re- 
moved the  body  so  soon. — Barnes  BEG- 
GED THE  BODY  OF  JESUS,  He  might 
have  attempted  to  take  it  by  force,  but 
he  chose  the  milder  course.  Joseph  wan- 
ted to  give  the  body  of  so  distinguished 
a  person  an  honorable  burial. 

53  TOOK  IT  DOWJ^.  With  his  owm 
hands,  or  perhaps  with  the  assistance  of 
the  soldiers,  or  servants.  WRAPPED 
IT  IN  LINEN.  The  Roman  soldiers, 
the  rulers,  and  rabble  had  to  follow  him 
whom  they  scourged,  and  mocked,  Oit 
whom  they  had  put  the  purple  robe.

GOLDEN  TEXTS. 


Lesson  I. — She  hath  done  what  she  could. 
Mark  14:  8.  This  text  tells  us  what  the 
woman  has  done  for  Christ.  Not  that 
she  had  done  a  little,  or  moderately 
well,  but  she  has  d  one  all  that  she  could 
for  her  Master.  She  reached  the  highest 
attainments  possible  to  her.  The  oint- 
ment was  not  wasted  as  some  indignant- 
ly supposed,  but  it  was  done  in  honor  of 
Christ,  and  as  a  preparation  for  his  bur- 
ial. 

Lesson  11.— Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord.  Matt.  21:  9.  This 
text  has  reference  to  Christ  while  he 
was  making  his  triumphal  entry  into  Je- 
rusalem, It  means,  therefore,  blessed  be 
the  Messiah.  Jesus  came  by  the  author- 
ity of  his  Father,  and  in  accordance 
with  his  divine  law.  This  text  is  a  quo- 
tation from  the  118th  Fsalm  and  26th 
Terse,  and  the  Jews  applied  it  to  Christ.
